Police Warn Motorists Of 
Responsibility To 
School Children 


The problem of crossing guards 
for Sierra Madre was stymied 
this week when Los Angeles 
County Supervisors, County 
Superintendent of Schools A. R. 
Clifton, police and traffic officials 
and P.T.A. representatives failed 
to work out a solution to the 
county-wide problem at a meet¬ 
ing held at the supervisors’ office 
in Los Angeles. 

Seeking to reduce the possible 
danger to children in Sierra 
Madre, Chief of Police Gordon 
McMillan issued a call to a.l mo¬ 
torists to cooperate in protecting 
the lives of children who will 
cross unguarded at some of the 
busiest intersections. McMillan 
also states that insofar as pos¬ 
sible a police patrol will be in 
operation during the hours when 
children are going to or leaving 
school, and warns all motorists 
that the motor vehicle code, giv¬ 
ing pede,strian the right of way, 
and the 15-mile speed limit in 
school zones, will be rigidly en- 
foi'ced. 

A second attempt to remedy 
the present situation will take 
place Monday when the Greater 
Los Angeles Safety Council will 
sponsor another hearing to be at¬ 
tended by P.T.A. and civic lead¬ 
ers.

The layman can know little about weapons or war 
strategies. He can only hope that while locking the stoi-m 
shutters against possible sea invasion the military men will 
leave no gates ajar in any other phase of practical defense.

Rightly convinced that anti- 
Nazi fUm.s are detrimental to 
their country's best interests, 
Gannan mnisters, consular agents 
and ambassadors in recent months 
have spared neither intimidations, 
threats nor money — where it 
would work—^to prevent the ap¬ 
pearance of such movies in South 
American countries. 

The Axis colonies, on the other 
hand, have been equally generous 
in the use of subsidies and poli¬ 
tical influence to secure the wide¬ 
spread distribution of German 
and Italian feature films and 
news reels extolling the totali¬ 
tarian way of life.

The full possibilities of rhubarb 
frequently are not realized. Too 
often it is made only into sauce or 
pie, while it has many latent uses 
which add interest to menus—and 
economy, too. 

Here is an excellent rhubarb des¬ 
sert: 

Rhubarb Upsidedown Cake 

Mix together \ cup sugar and 2 
cups rhubarb cut in small pieces. Let 
stand while preparing the cake bat¬ 
ter. Beat 1 egg and add 6 tablespoons 
white sugar and M teaspoon vanilla. 
Continue beating until the mixture 
if very light. Sift together 1 cup 
flour, 1 teaspoon baking powder, U 
teaspoon salt, teaspoon cinna¬ 
mon, and iii teaspoon each of mace 
snd ginger. Melt 2 tablespoons but¬ 
ter in ^ cup hot milk. Add the sifted 
dry ingredients to the egg mixture, 
then add hot milk. Divide the rhu¬ 
barb among 6 or 8 large grreased 
muffin tins.
